Every day we get some new indication of the gen- 
eral prosperity. On June 23d a Kansas City, Mo., em- 
ployment agency sent seventy-nine laborers to Pratt, 
Kansas. None arrived, as at other points along the 
line other farmers had boarded the trains and had 
urged the men to stay with them rather than proceed. 





Senator Lopce has introduced a bill into the Senate 
to purchase Walter L. Dean’s oil painting “Peace,” 
for $15,000, to be hung in the United States Capitol. 
It would seem that there were.a great many better 
uses to which this money could be put. Who is Wal- 
ter L. Dean, anyway? Where does the’ “fifteenthou- 
sandishness” of his ““Peace” come in? What will hap- 
pen if this bill is turned down? 


Tue census bureau has issued a report on the manu- 
facture of pins and needles in the United States in 
1899 which shows the value of the products is re- 
turned at $2,798,439, the production of which in- 
volved an outlay of $126,754 for salaries of officials, 
clerks, etc., $939,846 for wages; $215,322 for miscel- 
laneous expenses, including rent, taxes, etc., and $972,- 
570 for materials used, mill supplies, freight and fuel. 








A Boston. man of letters, returning to his home 
from the Charleston Exposition, met the remark of 
an acquaintance that the exposition was a failure by 
saying: “One might as well say the schools of Bos- 
ton are failures because they return no money rev- 
enues. It is a mistake to regard expositions in any 
other light than vast educational enterprises for the 
uplifting of the great mass of people, the returns from 
which are many fold in a better knowledge of one an- 
other and of the progress of the world at large. There 
is no other way to reach the people, old and young, 
who have finished their school days, and whose means 
of observation are circumscribed by the usual business 


and domestic environments. The Charleston exposi- 
i 
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tion was a great success. If the world has not found 
Charleston the people of Charleston found where they 
stand with reference to the world and great good is 
being realized and must follow for years to come to 
the city and the state as the result of their exposition 
effort and outlay.” 


THE exportation of manufactures during the eleven 
months ending with May, 1902, is greater than that 
of any preceding year, except in iron and steel. The 
total exports of manufactures for the eleven months 
ending with May amount to $371,647,609, against 
$378,533.496 in the eleven months of 1901, or only 
$6,885,887 less than those of last year. The exports 
of iron and steel manufactures for the eleven months 
are $90,780,571, against $109,483,827 in the corre- 
sponding months of last year, a reduction of $18,703,- 
256. From this it would appear that the exports of 
manufactures other than iron and steel are $11,817,- 
369 greater than in the corresponding months of the 
preceding year. The exports of manufactures other 
than iron and steel are, for the eleven months ending 
with May, 1902, $280,867,038. For the eleven months 
ending with May, Igor, they were $269,049,669. For 
the eleven months ending with May, 1900, they were 
$283,050,704, but when it is remembered that these 
figures included the exports to Porto Rico and Hawaii 
which are not included in those of 1901 and 1902, it 
becomes apparent that the exports of manufactures 
other than iron and steel in the eleven months of the 
present fiscal year are greater than those for the same 
period in any preceding year in this history of our 
commerce. 


THE inventive genius of a Chicagoan has rendered 
null and void any possible curtailment of the world’s 
literature through the scarcity of paper, as he has dis- 
covered a process of making an excellent substitute 
for wood pulp paper out of corn stalks. The modus 
operandi of his invention is thus described: 

“The corn plant in its entirety is fed to a single 
machine and this machine separates the ears, husks, 
leaves, shelf and pith, preparing each product for. its 
respective market. The fine inner husks.are sold for 
manufacturing mattrésses and upholstery. The pith 
of the stalk is used for making certain grades of 
paper, paper box boards, cellulose, gun cotton, smoke- 
less powder, varnish and many other products. This 
pith mixed with waste leather makes a floor covering 
superior to any grade on the:market ; also wall decora- 
tions and paneling capablé of being embossed and 
finished in a highly artistic manner and at moderate 
cost. From the hard shell of the corn stalk is made 


the pulp that is destined to replace that produced from 


the Canadian wood. While all this process of separa- 
tion is accomplished with one machine operated by 
one man, it is purposed for the average depithing 
plant to: consist of five or more machines, with auto- 
matic conveyors for transferring the materials from 
the farmer’s wagon to the depithing machines or the 
stacking yards, and sufficient engine and boiler ca- 
pacity to operate the machinery, all of which will be 
housed in substantial buildings.” 
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ALL students of economics must admit 
bo direc that grave problems are confronting us, 
the Trust. the solution of which is bound to de- 

mand the best thought of the nation. 

There is no question but that we will sooner or later 
stand face to face with these matters and the only 
question is whether they will reach a climax in our 
day or not until after our relinquishment of the reins. 
Their focalization within a generation at best being 
assured, they come with peculiar force to our young 
men. Our youth, the striplings of to-day who will be 
at the helm to-morrow, do well to study the complex 
economic problems presented by modern industrial 
and commercial conditions as they cannot hope to 
parry them by postponing their solution until another 
generation has come forward. A bright young man 
who has given unusual research to the leading com- 
mercial topic of the day, is Thomas Adamson Fernley, 
son of T. James Fernley, secretary of the National 
Hardware Association. Young Mr. Fernley graduat- 
ed from the Philadelphia City College on June 13th, 
his graduating thesis being a.presentation of the sub- 
jects of “Trusts and Industrial Combinations,” which 
showed a deep research in pleasing contrast to the 
jarring superficiality that marks too many commence- 


ment theses. 
The following are a few interesting excerpts from 


this thesis: 

“All the states, with the exception of Connecticut, Maine, 
Idaho end Washington, have laws whereby it is declared il- 
legal to combine to agree to regulate or control the output 
of goods. Going hand in hand with this control of output 
is the regulation and control of prices. When our trust mag- 
nates are questioned regarding the control cf prices and out- 
put, they say that they have not a monopoly of the business 
in which they are. Yes, but when this company controls all 
machinery, legally or illegaliy, and controls the sources of 
supply, where is the independent manufacturer going to get 
his materials? He can secure none, and the market is left 
at the mercy of the trusts.” 

x * * 

“The absolute control of prices is well illustrated by Sena- 
tor Morgan, when he says: ‘The fathers who framed the 
Constitution did not dream that a time would come when 
one gentleman, cruising in his private yacht, would, by rea- 
son of a disturbance in his stomach, raise the cost of sugar 
for seventy millions of his countrymen.” 

* * * 


“Advantages in manufacture figure largely in economical 
advantages. Mr. Chas. S. Guthrie of the American Steel 
Hoop Co. stated that they made eighty-five (85) or ninety 
(90) different sizes of goods, which would ordinarily necessi- 
tate frequent changes of rolls, but by dividing the work, 
they are able to save $1.50 on the ton, and also keep tab on the 
different mills, and, if one falls behind the mark, it will be 
reminded of the fact and thus a steady profitable increase of 
output is effected together with the savings of the method.” 

** * 


“Keen, cut-throat competition, lessening the profiatable con- 
duct of business has been the prime and one of the foremost 
causes of combination. This has often become the scape- 
goat of the magnates when they were attacked about the 
cause of combination, but it is true to a very large extent. 
Another catise is the unprecedented prosperity of the,country 
since 1896. The higher education of the masses which has 
gone hand in hand with the prosperity, has indirectly been the 
cause of combination. With higher education comes the de- 
sire to live in a more civilized fashion, to endeavor to achieve 
something and not merely to be a cog in a great machine. 
This, coupled with the cheapness of money, has led many 
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to enter the business world, and start for themselves. This 
is the cause of the great competition, and to do away with 
such keen competition combination has been resorted to, in 
many cases.” 

x* * * 

We are facing a new era. There have been successively 
eras otf great religious movements, eras of disgovery, eras 
of governmental reform and re-establishment. We are now 
on the threshold of an era in which commerce in its broad- 
est sense is the issue. What we deem injurious to-day, may 
be found to supply an-urgent need to-morrow.”

The children who laughed at the old woman who lived 
in a shoe with a plethora of young ones; shuddered in 
the grotto with the charming princess until the arrival 
of the hero, or wept happy tears over the miseries of 
the ugly duckling grow up. 

Some remain dreamers and if they succeed in evolv- 
ing psychic rhythm from the handling of words they 
are called poets. Other dreamers whose minds turn 
to the material let their imaginative genius run riot 
over mechanical combinations and invent the new 
methods and machines that work modern miracles in 
the world of things. : 

Great poets are born but once in a couple of cen- 
turies. Edisons, Teslas and Marconis are not the 
product of every village hamlet or city street. The 
bulk of us must earn a prosaic livelihood and throw ° 
a sop to our envy of the poet and inventor by snarling 
at the heels of the disappointed writer of doggerel or 
planner of perpetual motion by styling them imprac- 
tical and visionary. 

Why should there be this discrimination? Is not 
each mothers’ son of us a dreamer of dreams? Where 
is your practical man? He exists only as an ideal. 
Look out of your window and you will see unlettercd 
laborers, studious mechanics, round-shouldered busi- 
ness men, all of whom are rank visionaries, though 
none so quick as they to pride themselves on the prac- 
tical character of their work and play, for much that 
is called work in this world of pretense is simply play. 

These passers-by declare that they have always been 
honest, have not borne false witness against their 
neighbor, have tried to be good citizens and are strict- 
ly conscious of these little virtues along the pathway 
of their common-place career, and yet they feel that 
fate has dealt unkindly with them, as they have not 
been as financially successful in life as they would 
wish to be. What-are these people but paltry vision- 
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aries, waiting like children for Fortuna’s caprice to 
bring the pots.of gold from the ends of the rainbow 
and deposit them on their doorstep? 

Almost any young man can be rich by following 
these rules. Save all you can. Give to no one. Buy 
no books. Spend no money in travel. Shun marriage 
and social life. Live on bread and water. Dress in 
second-hand clothes. Take no pleasure whatever. 
After the progress of time the slow compounding of 
interest will have brought you a fortune which the 
miserly instincts which the passing years have in- 
grained into your very nature, bruising your soul and 
crushing your happiness, will prevent you from ever 
enjoying. Every one knows that the distasteful path I 
have outlined above is a reasonably sure road to mod- 
erate wealth, at least, and yet there are hardware mer- 
chants and tinners who go on year after year spend- 
ing up to the limits of their profits or salary for the 
luxuries of club life, the setting of a fine table or the 
purchase of stylish raiment for themselves and family, 
who, with a reckless regard of cause and effect, de- 
clare the world is out of joint because “they have 
worked hard all their lives and*are not wealthy.” 

There is no magic connection between goodness and 
gold. The man who devotes himself most assiduously 
ang most thoroughly to the accumulation of birds’ 
eggs will not probably get a larger collection than the 
man who tries to get such a collection in a desultory 
manner. In like manner the man who devotes his 
entire time and brains, etc., to the collection of dollars 
should do better than his neighbor who works only 
long enough to secure his daily wage. 

The days of magic have slipped away on the moon- 
beams of the past. The stern laws of cause and ef- 
tect and supply and demand dictate individual and 
general prosperity.

THE AMERICAN SOCIETY FOR TESTING 
MATERIALS, 





The American Section of the International Asso- 
ciation for Testing Materials held their fifth annual 
meeting at Hotel Traymore, Atlantic City, June 12, 
13 and 14. 

The meeting was opened on the evening of June 
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12 by the president, Prof. H. M. Howe, who in his 
annual address referred to the importance and value 
of the society as a means for perfecting methods of 
manufacturing materials of construction and their 
use, by the exchange of ideas and experiences among 
the members. He spoke of the apparent differences 
in the practical workings of the American Section of 
the International Association for Testing Materials 
and the lines of operation of the European sections, 
inasmuch as the European part of the association lays 
more stress upon the establishment of methods of test- 
ing, while the American branch is more concerned 
about the standardization of methods. 

The desirability of putting the American section 
upon a more solid basis of organization at home hav- 
ing become manifest, it was proposed in the opening 
business session and unanimously carried to change 
the society into a chartered organization under the 
name of the American Society for Testing Materials,

THURSDAY MORNING SESSION. 

The meeting was called to order by President Pittman 
at 9:00 a. m., Thursday. The first number on the program 
was a paper by Hamp Williams of Hot Springs on “The Most 
Important Things In Conducting a Hardware Business,” 
given in our June 2i!st issue. 

It was discussed by C. T. Rosenthal, Batesville, as foi- 
lows: 

“I am no speaker. I would a great deal rather submit a 
paper to be read. I cannot speak in public and the subject

has been so well treated by Mr. Williams that I could do 
no better. This is a very important subject. It embraces 
so much that I do not think it would be done justice to by 
me. Sometime I am willing to put in a paper and have it 
read, but beg to be excused this time.” 

Mr. Manseur spoke as follows: 

“I am very glad to be with you and to see you here in 
the convention. The interests of the dealer and the jobber are 
identical. I listened to Mr. Williams’ paper with interest 
and wish to endorse it, especially where he says to meet 
the trade with a glad hand. It is a frequent complaint that 
travelers make that they loose a great deal of time in calling 
on merchants unnecessarily. They usually have a large ter- 
ritory and are governed by train schedules. Their time is 
valuable to themselves and valuable to their employer. I 
have attended a western retail hardware convention at Kansas 
City for a number of years, where there was a membership 
of 1,500. I have attended conventions in St. Louis, Texas 
and in other states, and I find that these conventions have 
for years been attended by the best dealers and that there is 
always a better trade feeling. They learn to know their 
neighbors and elevate the trade generally. I am sorry that 
there are not more men here to-day from the state, and I 


think it is worthy of you te bring your reighbor. I am 
sure that the results that will follow will be more beneficial 
than you may imagine at the present time. In talking to you 
gentlemen to-day, I learn that your state is in excellent con- 
dition. We are very glad to see that, and to see you all. 
I thank you.” 

The report of the secretary was read and referred to the 
auditing committee. 

In a discussion on “Freights and Railroad Commissions,” 
T. B. Stewart of Newport spoke as follows: 

“I am not much of a speaker, am a better hand at getting 
off on a quiet talk and tell some one what I think. I think 
it is a very important point. I notice that they have smooth 
wire on hand at the regular rate. We find it under imple- 
ment rate, where wagons, cultivators, etc., are shipped. Take 
a wagon, for instance, shipped from St. Louis. Often a man 
does not care to buy a straight car. I think it would be well 
for a committee to be appointed to take such matters up with 
the railroad commissions in the state, and also work in con- 
nection with certain jobbers, trying to get some goods on a 
more modern rate than others. For instance, iron. I think 
there is a great deal of room for improvement along this line 
and at the end of a year it amounts to a great deal of money. 
Relating to freight claims and damages there should be some

help. I am not prepared to make a speech about this, am no 
speaker, but would be glad to hear from someone who is 
better posted than I.” 

A paper on “Fakes and Fakirs, and Leg Pullers” was 
read by W. M. Graham, Clarendon. 

It was discussed by R. F. Roys of Russellville as fol- 
lows : 

“I have had very little time to prepare anything on this 
subject, and unfortunately I was too late to hea: all of Mr. 











Graham’s remarks on the subject. I have often wondered 
if @ great many of us hardware men could not be classed as 
fakirs, but after thinking the matter over, I have decided 
that we are not. Of course, when a new article is introduced 
and it proves a failure, the hardware man is said to be a 
fakir right away, and he is blamed for it. The most of us 
have to contend with a class that is uneducated, that is in a 
measure, and if at any time things are not just what they 
think they should be, and they have about four times the idea 
of its value, the man who sold it is considered a fakir, and 
the man who made it is considered a fakir. If a man means 
to make a success he must study every point of every new 
implement and everything that is necessary to satisfy trade. 
It is his duty to try to do something to meet he require- 
ments of his trade. He has got to be an Ar judge of human 
nature. He has to make this almost his first study. He has 
got to class his kicker and find the remedy. He himself must 
be a first-class kicker in that case. As to the question that 
Mr. Graham spriing on us about the leg puller, the hardware

man is a leg puller very often. He can ‘use a little care, 
however, and it will do his business a certain amount of 
good. For instance, if they want to buy a new church. It 
is according to who brings in the subscription list that I give. 
If it is a man in my neighborhood, I lead him into con- 
versation that will bring out his plans, learn how he is going 
to build that particular church, and it will finally end up that 
I am giving something out of appreciation for what these 
people are doing for me. Of course there are others that 
will come in that you must pull their leg or make them mad. 
As I said, in this case, you must study human nature and 
place these things where they will do the most good or the 
least amount of harm. I am sorry that I was not able to 
prepare a paper on this subject. 1 thank the association very 
much for the consideration they have given me in this dis- 
‘cussion.” 

J. H. Boicourt, Little Rock, spoke as follows: 

“There are a lot of kickers and leg pullers here. 
only way I do is to cut them off. 
some people are.” 
Mr. J. M. Harrell, who was to read a paper on “Cash

I am not smooth like 
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Register vs. Cash Drawer,” was absent and J. A. Plummer, 
Marianna, spoke as follows: 
“I do not buy a cash register feeling that it is a safe- 


guard against anyone trying to rob me. I do not employ 
that kind of men. I do believe that a cash register is one 
of the best pieces of furniture that man can put in his store. 
I think it should be called a register and leave off the cash 
altogether. I regard it as a register of my credit sales more 
than my cash ones. I have prepared no paper on the subject, 
as I expected to get my views from Mr. Harrell.” 

In the question box discussion on “How Should You 
Mark Goods?” C. T. Rosenthal, Batesville, spoke as follows: 

“The marking of goods is one of the most important 
parts of the whole business, and it takes a man that is well 
up in the hardware, or any kind of business, to do it. In 
my place I do it myself. I fix the price. I do not mark 
the goods. I do not think it is good policy to let everybody 
who comes in the store know just what your goods cost. 
I keep the prices in a book, either single or by the dozen, 
and I fix the price. In receiving goods, I turn to my price 
book and invoice and get every price. There I see how it 
was sold before, and sometimes conditions change and I mark 
them down, or if freight is higher I mark them up. Other- 
wise I have them marked by the dozen or by the piece. It 
takes good judgment to put on the price. You do not want 
to sell the goods for cost, you want to make something ont 
of them. Sometimes you have to mark them down to a very 
low price and you do not want to. I put one price and it 
works better in this manner. I found in some stores that 
everybody that comes in finds on the counter how much each 
piece of goods costs. It is not a good way. I fix the price 
myself and if conditions arise I change it myself. In some 
stores they have the cost price marked on the goods. It is 
old style. Some people will not buy unless they can get 
you down. I say, Mr. So and So, we figure every price in 
the store, and that is the price at which we must sell. The 
people that come in my store say they know that they get the 
value of their money. In some stores almost anyone marks 
the goods. I do not think this is right. It takes an AI man 
to do it. He must know the goods, the cost price, and espe- 
cially the freight. Unless a man is very careful and takes 
everything into consideration he is apt to sell his goods and 
make no profit on them.” 

J. F. Maxey, Ozark, spoke as follows: 

“There is no doubt in my miind that it is the best way 
if possible to have one price on goods, but different sections 
differ so greatly that in some sections it will not do. There 
are some sections where there are a great many people, who 
if they cannot buy for less than the goods are marked, will 
not buy at all, while others will take them at the figure 
marked. I believe they should be marked in plain figures 
that is the way I run my business, and if I also think it is 
necessary to make a little concession, I do so. As to mark- 
ing any pet cent on goods, I always examine my goods before 
I price them. On implement business we do not make § per 
cent on some things, so instead of grumbling, I try to make 
up on something else. That is the way I do it.” 

T. B. Stewart of Newport spoke: 

“T do not believe that locality has anything to do with it, 
outside of a large city. If you make a man a price, and then 
change it, he will loose a certain amount of confidence in you. 
I find that it works well to have one price and stick to it, even 
if it is below the marked price.” 

E. E. Mitchell of Manillon said: 

“I would like to ask the one price fellows some ques- 
tions. I would like to sustain the one price. I can do it on 
a steel range alright. But how on barb wire? If you price 
it at 25 cents a roll and your competitor found it out that 
you sold it that way to a customer this morning, he sells at 
5 cents lower, and gets your trade away. I would like to 
know what you would do about it. I believe in cutting the 
price just so it does not go below the cost mark.” 

Hamp Williams of Little Rock said: 

“I agree with Mr. Mitchell. My idea is not to let cus- 
tomer get.away. Everyone will go where he finds it cheaper.” 

Question: Is this a good time to buy wire nails? 
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Mr. Rosenthal, Batesville: “No, because the wire and 
nails are about 60 per cent above their normal price. I do not 
think it is a good thing to lay in a heavy stock. I would 
buy no more than are necessary.”

ARMS AND AMMUNITION CATALOGUE.

The lands are very nar- 
row. The bullet is made with a base large enough to 
fill the grooves completely and the body is practically

bullet is seated from the muzzle, the shell with powder 
being afterward inserted in the ordinary way.

FURNACE RINGS. 








The Walworth Run Foundry Co., Cleveland, O., 
are manufacturers of a line of furnace rings, some of 
whose constructional features are shown herewith.

The stock used in the making of these rings is 
specially rolled. The solid square bead which is 


rolled in the center gives to 
the ring the required solidity 
for holding its shape in a 
circle of any size used in fur- 
nace mounting, it is claimed. 
The stock is designed with a 
slight taper to the sides away 
from the square shoulder 
formed by the rib. A casing 
which is just made to fit at 

the edge can be easily forced 
ies Ceane | Neem eg *' to the center on the smooth 
surface, which, being made on a taper, makes a good, 
snug fit. 

The lugs for the inside casing, as shown in the 
cross section drawing, not only support the upper part 
of such casing, but also act as a stay for the lower 
part of the same. These lugs are riveted on solidly, 
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the rivets being hammered into countersunk holes in 
the stock of the ring and leave a surface as smooth as 
the stock itself, thus showing no points or ridges for 
the casing to catch on in being mounted. The rings 
are riveted together in the same manner by a plate 
and four rivets. 

It is claimed that the following advantages are 
gained in using this ring in preference to a cast iron 
ring: (1) The overcoming of breakages in handling 
and transit, and the decreasing in weight; (2) the 
doing away with the proportionately great expense of 
molding the more or less occasional bad casting and 
the occupying of molding floor space that might be 
used in making castings which weigh more and cost 
less to make; (3) very often cast iron rings are not 
equal in circumference, owing to unequal shrinkage 
in iron on different melts or to the fact that the pat- 
terns are rapped too hard so as to increase the circle. 
In this manner there is at times difficulty in getting 
casings, which are made from templates, to fit, and 
necessitates refitting. In making the steel rings, all 
rings of the same size are cut to an exact template 
length, and a pattern of the same reserved for future 


use.

Trade Report. 


CHICAGO IRON [IARKET. 

The freight rates from Southern parts are getting 
to be a large factor in the Chicago iron market, and 
there is a decided probability that they will be shortly 
advanced. 

There is a tendency on the part of sellers of South- 
ern iron to quote furnace instead of delivered prices 
on account of the uncertainty of freight rates. 

The sales of pig iron are in an excellent condition 
and a heavy tonnage is being booked. 

Inquiries for pig iron are large and frequent. 

Spot iron is very scarce. 





WINDOW GLASS. 
Single and double strength window glass is quoted 
at 88 and 5 per cent off. 





PLOW BOLTS. 
Plow bolts are quoted at 50 and 5 per cent off. 





SINKS. 
Cast iron painted sinks are quoted at 50 and Io per 
cent off. 


DRIVE WELL POINTS. 
Drive well points are quoted at 80 per cent off. 





BARS. 

There is a fair trade in bars in medium and small 
sized lots. Doubtless the buying is stimulated by the 
expected closing of mills next week. Fairly good 
deliveries are obtained in steel bars for the smaller 
sizes, though for the output of the larger rolls the 
accumulated orders are not perceptibly diminishing. 
The weakness in iron bars which had appeared several 
weeks ago with one or two Western mills appears not 
to have spread to other sellers. In fact the market has 
a rather firmer tone. Most producers are holding to 
about 1.80c to 1.85c for iron. Hoops are inclined to 
be quiet. We quote Chicago delivery, Bessemer steel, 
1.75c to 1.85c; angles, less than 3x3, 1.85c; iron, 1.75¢ 
to 1.85c; hoops, 2.15c. Prices out of store: Steel, 2c 
to 2.10c; iron, 2.15c to 2.25c; hoops, 2.40c to 2.45c; 
angles, 2.50c to 2.6oc. 





SHEETS. 

Trade for sheets has a steady characteristic, but de- 
liveries are usually prompt and prices, while well held 
by the larger makers, show soft spots elsewhere. We 
quote No. 27 black, mill shipments, Chicago delivery, 
3.1§¢ to 3.25c; galvanized, 4.40c to 4.50c ; out of store, 
No. 27 black, 3.45¢ to 3.55c; galvanized, 4.70c to 4.80c. 





STRUCTURAL MATERIAL. 
The Fowler building, a downtown structure now in 
process of construction, has had to be provided for in 
the matter of shapes by buying from warehouse stocks. 


About 400 tons are required and for this it is under- 
stood that about 3c was paid. There are many small 
orders for store and the tone of the market is very 
strong. For next year’s trade, orders keep appearing. 
One producer sold over 5,000 tons during the past 
week. We quote mill prices as follows: Beams, 15 
inches and under, 1.75c; 18 inches and over, 1.85c; 
structural angles, 3x3 to 6x6, 1.85c; angles, channels 
and tees, smaller than 3 inches, 1.85c base; plates, 
1.75c. Prices on lots from store are based on the 
necessities of buyers and according to the size of order. 
Store prices vary from 2% to 4 cents a pound. 





BILLETS. 

There is little activity in billets this week. Con- 
sumers have provided for their quick needs. Foreign 
billets have at least for the moment disappeared as a 
factor. German basic Bessemer had been quoted as 
low at $32.50, Chicago, but because of an increase in 
the ocean freight rates and a firmer feeling among 
sellers, that quotation cannot be duplicated. Domes- 
tic open hearth are quoted at $38. 





RAILS AND TRACK SUPPLIES. 

Inquiries are numerous and there are prospects for 
some large additional contracts in rails in the near fu- 
ture. We quote standard rails, $28; second quality, 
$27; light rails, 45 pounds, $34 to $35; 12 pounds, 
$40 to $41 with regular differentials for intermediate 
sizes; out of store, $45 to $50; splice bars, 2.25c; 
spikes, carload lots, 2.45¢ to 2.55c ; track bolts 334x334, 
with square nuts, 2.85c per 100 pounds; with hexa- 
gon nuts, $3, with usual differentials for other sizes. 





MERCHANT STEEL. 

Because buyers have covered their wants for the 
coming season most effectually, the current inquiry is 
limited. But it is sufficiently in evidence to compel 
makers to decline some desirable business, because 
they can not make deliveries wanted. Prices are very 
firm.
